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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The amendments to the claims filed April 21, 2008 have been acknowledged and entered. 
Claim 1 is currently amended. 

Status of the Claims 

Claims 1 and 4-10 are pending. Claims 2-3 have been canceled. Claims 1 and 4-10 are 
under examination. 

Specification 

The objection of the disclosure because the deposit information was not referred to in the 
body of the specification is withdrawn pursuant Applicant's amendments to the Specification. 

Claim Objections 

The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 . 126 which requires the 
original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are 
canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are presented, they 
must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest 
numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 8 and 9 have been renumbered 9 and 10. Appropriate correction is 
required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 
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The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The rejection of claims 1 and 4-10 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement is maintained. Applicant's amendments and 
arguments filed April 21, 2008 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Applicant's amended claim 1, lines 4-6 to read "CastV-2 that is able to induce antiserum having 
a neutralizing antibody titre greater than or equal to 128 against the deposited virus as 
measured in a virus neutralization assay." The claim language reads on a genus of viruses 
that can produce antibodies to neutralize the deposited virus. One of skill in the art would not 
recognize from the specification that the applicant was in possession of the claimed invention. 
The specification does have support for "A chicken astrovirus type 2 (CAstV-2), characterized in 
that the virus is the CAstV deposited under accession no. 1-2932 at the Collection Nationale de 
Cultures de Microorganisms (CNCM) of the Institute Pasteur, Paris, France. For reasons or 
record the written rejection is maintained. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicants have amended claim 1 to further describe "that the claimed virus must be able 
to induce antiserum having a neutralizing antibody titre greater than or equal to 128 against the 
deposited virus." Applicant's arguments and amendments are not persuasive because the claim 
reads on any virus that can induce cross-reactive antibodies to neutralize the deposited strain.
